Reconstruction Minister Robert H. 
Winters doesn’t talk good sense when he 
insists that the tederat government should 
have nothing to say about the route of the 
Trans-Canada Highway. 

There are two sound reasons why the 
choice of the route is distinctiy and ex- 
clusively a federal responsibility: 

1. Because it is laid down in the British 
North America Act, as interpreted in 
several! decisions by the late Chief Justice 
Sir Lyman Duff, that determining the 
course of any means of communication or 
transportation involving two or more 

vinces is plainly the business of the 

minion of Canada. 

2. Because fixing the course of such a 
highway will result in nothing but delay, 
confusici and chaos if some national! 
authority fails to assume responsibility for 
reconciling what may be conflicting routes 
in the choices of the provinces. 

For instance, it is conceivable that two 
adjacent provinces may choose respec- 
tively a northern route and a southerly 
route 

Who is to pay, in that case, the cost of 


which province is to back down’ What is 
to be the nature of the compromise? 

The people of Canada would never con- 
sent to a Trans-Canada Highway zig- 
zagging across the continent and thus be- 
coming of minimum use at maximum 
expense. 

And yet that is exactly what could 
happen if the dominion adheres to Mr.
